The figures of the total num­ 
ber killed or wounded here, at the 
Moscow gate, at various bridges and 
islands and at the winter palace, vary* 
The hest 
estimate is 5o0, although 
there are exaggerated figures placing 
the number as htgn as 5,000. 
Many 
men were accompanied by their wives 
and children, and in the confusion, 
which left no time for discrimination, 
the lait* r shared the fate of the men. 
The troops, with me excention of a 
single regiment, which is reported to 
have thrown down its arms, remained 
loyal and obeyed orders. 
But the 
blood which crimsoned the snow has 
fired the brains and passions of the 
strikers anil turned women as well as 
men into wild beasts, and the cry of 
the infuriated populace is fur venge 
anre. 
The sympathy of the middle classes 
Is with the workmen. 
If Father Go­ 
pon. the master mind of the movement. 
aimed at open revolution he managed 
the affair like a genius to break the 
faith of the people in the "L ittle F a­ 
ther,” whom they were convinced and 
whom Father Gopon had taught them 
to believe, would right their wrongs 
and redress the!, grievances. 
Maxim 
Gorky, tile Russian novelist, expresses 
the opinion that Sundaes work will 
break the faith of the people in the 
emperor. 
He said last evening:

day Inaugurated revoluti on 
n Russia. 
I The emperor’s prestige will fie irrevo­ 
cably shattered tty the shedding of In­ 
nocent blood.

He estimates that in the Sassun dis­ 
trict 5,OOO lives were lost in last sum­ 
mer’s massacres, including 2,771 chil­ 
dren.
